W ashington, D. C„ June 19.—-In the 
light of present events it is not w ith­ 
out. interest to recall th at today is the 
fiftieth anniversary of the execution 
Of the Em peror M aximilian of Mexico, 
whose untim ely end represented the 
greatest victory ever achieved for the 
Monroe D octrine and the greatest de­ 
feat ever suffered by the cause of im­ 
perialism a t the hands of Democracy 
in America. 
A m erican 
diplom acy 
has 
never 
shown moro brilliantly 
than 
during 
the trying period of the foreign 
oc­ 
cupation of Mexico, 
Im m ediately be­ 
fore and after the close of the w ar be­ 
tw een the States. 
The attitude of the 
United States toward the Napoleonic 
schem e of establishing an *m plre In 
the W est commanded 
profound 
re­ 
spect, even in the mind of as good a 
h ater of the people as Louis 
Napo 
leon. 
In the early part 
of 
1864, 
when 
Maximilian ascended 
the throne of 
Mexico, he made known the fact of his 
accession to all the g reat pow ers of 
the world, who im m ediately recogniz­ 
ed the em pire by sending diplom atic 
representatives to reside at his court. 
The United States, however, took no 
notice of the comm unication. 
But In 1865 the situation had wholly 
changed. The Am erican civil w ar wa* 
ended and the republic was 
saved.
